Ehisabesn’ 15 Years Old, Was At- 
tacked by. Heart: Disease, 
Physician Thinks. 


Benjamin Kruse, a 15-year-old orphan, 
died this morning at the home of his 
brother, Paul 41 Wilmington road, 
where he lived, after he had. been 
stricken in his seat at the Blow School, 
Virginia and Loughborough avenues. A 
physician believed heart disease was the 


cause of death. 

The boy went to school at the usual 
time, and according to Elmer Wagener, 
18, of 5710 Compton avenue, who accom- 
panied him, they did not run. The 
Kruse boy’s right arm and side were 
paralysed. 

The: boy was a pupil in room 13, fifth 
grade, of which Miss Katherine O’Con- 
‘nell is teacher. Soon after he was in his 
seat, a pupil“in an adjoining seat heard 
‘him gasp a request for water. Miss 
O'Connell was called, and took him to 
Miss Mary Haidy, a graduate nurse 
stationed at the school. He was able 
to walk and Miss Haidy advised that he 
be taken home. 

An older pupil and the nurse accom- 
panied him on a street car. He was 
able to walk a half block from the car 
to his home. His aunt, Mrs. Marie 
Kruse, summoned a Shysician. While 
she was gone, the neighbor said, the 
boy left the bed and walked to the 
kitchen, where he fell to the floor un- 
conscious.

CASUALTIES AMONG 
THE BRITISH UP TD 
OCT. 31, 57000 


in Reply to Question in House, 
of Commons, 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 13.—The British _cas- 
ualties in the war up to Oct. 31 were 
approximately 57.000 men of all ranks. 
This estimate was given by Premier As- 
quith in the House of Commons today 
in reply to a question by Edward T. 
John, member of the House from East 
Denbighshire. 

John also desired information as to 
the Government’s proposals as to the 


final conditions of peace, the effective 
establishment of international Jaw, the 
cessation vf competitive military ex- 
penditure and so forth. 

Premier Asquith, in reply, gave the 
British casualties and added that he 
was not in a position to estimate the 
losses of the other allied Powers or 
those of the enemy. He referred Mr. 
John to his recent speeches on the oth- 
er questions raised. 

It recently was estimated by compe- 
tent Paris observers that the British 
had 300,000 men on the battle line. 

A supplementary estimate to provide 
for anvther million men required by 
the British Government during the year 
ending March $1 was*introduced in the 
House of Commons today. This brings 
the total army, not including the terri- 
torials, to 2,186,400 officers and men. 

Much interest is shown in the finan- 
It is understood the 
Government intends to issue a war loan 
of $1,000,000,000 or more, probably at four 
per cent and redeemable within 10 years. 
It is estimated that Great Britain is 
spending $35,000,000 weekly on the war, 
and, in addition to the war loan, the 
Government May propose to raige a fur- 
ther $2,000,000 by Increasing the income 
tax to half a crown on the pound (62% 
cents on $5). This would provide for the

BELGIAN PEASANT HAS-NO 
HOME, NO FOOD, NO WCRK, 
NO HEART FOR STRUGGLE 


New York Relief Worker Finds Splendid Picture 
of ““War Up to Date” — People Spellbound by 
Melancholy’ Fascination of Ruin. | 


| By Associated Press. 


LONDON, Nov. 13.—Jarvis E. Bell of 
New York, who, on behalf:of the Amer- 
ican-Commission for Relief in Belgium, 
assisted in the distribution of the first 
cargo of relief supplies sent to the Bel- 


gians, has given to the Associated Press 
u description of conditions in the strick- 
én. country. . Bell said: 

“Nothing that has been written could 
exaggerate the misery of Belgium. We 
drove for. miles through graveyards. 
Stakes on some of which were soldiers’ 
tattered coats .and_ helmets, were the 
tombstones, deserted flelds™ are ceme- 
teries. As we entered the villages wom- 
en and children sought refuge in the 
ruins. of roofless homes, terrified lest 
we were some fresh visitation of war. 
Their faces were drawn and lined and 
if you could only see the grewsome sur- 
roundings in which they are struggling 
for existence, you would not wonder that 
they fail to smile. 

“Simply War Up-to-Date.” 

“The Belgian. peasant has in many 
districts no home in which to sleep;. no 
seed to sow; no implements with’ which 
to work: no transport to reach a mar- 
ket: and, finally, no heart to struggle 
against the inevitable. It is unbeliev- 
able that war éver produced such a 
complete and tragic paralysis as we saw 
It cannot be 
aitributed to lack of coyrage on th- 
part of the civilian population’ or to the 
inhumanity of the conqueror. It is sim 
rly war up-to-date; civilized, Christian 
War. 

“The American relief stesakse Cob 
lens, carrying more than 1000 tons of 
foodstuffs, arrived at Rotterdam from 
London at 3 o’clock Sunday morning 
The Dutch Government. with great 
kingness, made no exception to the 
rigid rule ‘against working on Sunday 
The labor unions made equal conces- 
sions, with the result that on Monday 
rrorning eight barges towed by four 
express tugs left Rotterdam en route 
for Brussels with relief supplies. 

“On each barge was a large printed 
notice certifying that the cargo had 
been sent by the American Commissior 
in care of the American Minister to 
Belgium. On the door of the captain's 
cabin in each harge was a copy of 
Gen. von der Goltz’s proclamation in- 
structing all German officials to give 
sufe conduct and assistance to the 
American relief cargo. Gen. von de- 
Goltz Is German Military Governor of 
Belgium. The crew of the cargoes and 
barges were Dutch, and each man. car- 
ried with no little’ pride an order for 
soefe conduct from the German author'- 
ties,: permitting him fo go to Brussels

secretary of the American Legation at 
Brussels, and Mr. Wyman, an American 
resident, I followed in’ an automobile 
this odd flotilla of mercy as it threaded 
its way from canal to canal and from 
lock to lock. At Hanswert, a town on 
the Belgian-Dutch frontier, I anticipated 
some difficulty as to this first consign- 
ment of relief. On the contrary, the 
jerman offictals were fully informed and 
there was no delay whatever. 

- "Thence to Brussels the German ar- 
rangements for getting our cargo 
through expeditiously were perfect. The 
sealed. hatches of the barges’ were never 
opened or touched. 

“The country people came running to 
the banks: of the canal where they stared 
at our flotilla as if it were a mirage. 
For a week not a single barge had 
passed, where formerly there were thou- 
sands. 

“To the Belgian country folk it was 
at first a God sent. dream to remind 
them of the peaceful days preceding the 
nightmare of war. When they found 
that there were real barges bearing food 
tHeir great thankfulness found ready ex- 
pression. 

“You Americans Wonderful.” 

“On Wednesday morning, just one 
week after the ship left London, we 
drove up in front of the American lega- 
tion at Brussels and told Brand Whit- 
lock, the American Minister to Belgium, 
that the relief barzes were safely 
moored in a pocket of the main canal. 

“A few ‘minutes later Mr. Whitlock’s 
automobile brought; the Marquis de 
Villalobar, the Spanish Minister, an1 
the heads of the Belgian Central Relief 
Committee. The Marquis was all en- 
thusiasm, exclaiming: “What splendid 
news! Yeu Americans are wonderful. 
When you take a thing in hand you 
certainly do it quickly.’ 

“There was no need for the news- 
papers to spread the report of our ar- 
rival. In one hour all Brussels knew 
and rejoiced. Many people had feared 
that we never would get the food into 
Belgium and that we did we would 
not get by the w of soldiers sur- 
rounding Brussels.

‘Advancing from Dixmude, the Ger- 
mans, it is said, at-an enormous cost, 
succeeded in crossing the Yser once 
more, but only to be hurled back 
again. The Yser is a small stream, 
but it is too deep to be forded, and 
therefore passage over it must be 
made by pontoon bridges, all the 
regular bridges having been destroyed 
long ago. The throwing across the 
stream of pontoon bridges in the face 
of firing from thousands of well post- 
ed men, ig an exceedingly costly op- 
eration: but the possesison of. the 
Yser is considered worth it, since it 
facilitates fhe flodding of the coun- 
try as far as Dixmude.

There 
are leng miles of the Suez Canal wihd- 
ing through sands which must be pa- 
trolled and protected; a bomb or two 
dropped upon any part of that canal 
would effectually stop its operations for 
a considerable timé.

To 
give aid,to save lives, to spare women 
and children the supreme horror of a 
Northern winter, to be endured in 
hunger and nakedness, homelessness, 
the American people are striving to 
do gpmething to avert a calamity 
which can be little short of a perma- 
nent indictment of our modern civ- 
llization. 

In this situation it might be ex- 
pected that American charity would 
meet with immediate welcome from 
the German masters of Belgium. To 
make war on Belgium was no part 
of Germany’s wish, her statesmen 
have told us.

The incident caused a gen- 
eral laugh and Lionberger pro- 
ceeded with his address without 
going further into the question of 
selling his property at cost.

Lionberger said the creation of a park 
or parkway did not enhance the value of 
abutting property and that there were 
lots fronting on Forest Park for sale 
at $200 a front foot. He said his Market 
street property was rented under a long 
term lease which bound his tenant to 
pay the special taxes that accrued and 
that it would drive his tenant out of 
business if he were forced to pay a spe 
cial tax for the parkway.

Kaiser Offers $5,000,000 
Palace in Corfu for Sale 
GENEVA, Via Paris, Nov. 18.—HBm- 
peror William is offering his marble 
palace, the villa of Achilleion, in 
Corfu, for sale. It was built In 1890- 
91 for the Empress Elizabeth of Aus- 
tria at a cost of $5,000,000 and has 
since been improved. A syndicate of 
German and Swiss hotel men wished 
to buy Achilleion a few years ago, 
but they were outbid by the Emperor. 
The Emperor’s decision to sell the 
place, it is stated, is the result of the 
uncertain attitude of Greece toward 
Germany and Austria. It is said he 
fears confiscation of the palace if 
Greece joins the allies. A Swiss syn- 
dicate has been given an option on 
the place at a low price. 


The villa of Achilleion, which is in 
the Italian renaissance style, was 
purchased in 1907 by the German Em- 
peror. The gardens are open to vis- 
itors. At the back of the villa area 
peristyle and three terraces with a 
large number of statues and among 
them, on the outermost terrace, is a 
“Dying Achilles” by Herter. 

The large park, descending towarda 
the sea in terraces, contains a smali 
temple with a seated marble statue 
of Heine, the poet, by the Danish | 
sculptor Hasselriis. The villa was | 
erected by the Italian architect Ra- 
faelo Carlito. 


Canadian Islanders Must Go 


to Church to Hear War News 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 13.—The 
Canadian Government is telling the 3000 
Magdalen Islanders the war news and 
cther world events of the week in a 
wireless weekly dispatch of 800 words, 
which the clergy there will read to 
their congregations every Sunday morn- 
ing from December to May. The de- 
mand of the inhabitants of the islands 
for war news is to result in the reopen- 
ing of the Marconi station there, which 
was closed by the Government soon aft- 
er the war began. After the mail steam- 
er to the Magdalen Islands stops its 
semi-weekly trips, in about two weeks, 
the peoule will see no newspapers until 
next May and will be isolated for five 
months. 

The Government will prepare a cen- 
sored letter, which the Marconi oper- 
ator at Pictou, Nova Scotia, will trans- 
mit to the operator on the Magdalen 
Islands. This operator will make copies 
of the letter and forward one to each 
clergyman on the islands. 

The Magdalen Islands, in the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, are a part of the Prov- 
ince of Quebec. Among the islands {n 
the group are Deadman, Coffin, Grind- 
stone and Wolf Islands. 


French Author, Who Wished to 
Die in Battle, Is Killed 

PARIS, Nov. 13.—Belated announce- 
ment of the death of Ernest. Dsichari, 
frandson of the French historian, Joseph 
E. Renan, was made today. He was a 
HNeutenant of artillery and was killed 
late in August in the course of the re- 
treat of the allies in Belgium while de- 
fending his guns against overwhelming 
numbers of the Germans. 

It is recalled that one of his books, 
“Appel des Armes,’’ ends with a sort of 
prayer that the author might die on the 
field of battle.

LONDON, Nov. 13.—A Chronicle corre- 
spondent, telegraphing from Northern 
France on Wednesday, says: 

“An attempt was made by the Ger- 
mans to plerce the British lines near 
La Bassee Tuesday, but the attack was 
repulsed with great losses. 

‘‘Two of the biggest German guns, said 

to be 14-inch, were destroyed, and one 
of their large howitzers, believed to be 
cf the famous 16-inch type, Was cap- 
tured. 
“For this achievement the British ar- 
tillery was almost entirely responsible. 
British. troops have been shelling 
German positions fer a week, and have 
crippled the German offensive. At La 
Bassee, however, the Germans began a 
night attack Monday and Tuesday morn- 
ing they were well on toward Bethune. 
The town seemed at their mercy, but 
their infantry had been trapped. 


Stampede Becomes Panic. 
“They had met with little opposition, 
for the thin lines of khaki retreated be- 
tore them and occupied a position on the 
slope of a hill. The infantry poured out 
a fierce rifle fire. In the meantime the 
Germans had brought their artillery 
forward, and the stampede that ensued 
after the British fire became a disor- 
derly panic. 

“The British guns did their work mer- 
cilessly. The Germans were-driven back 
helter-skelter, leaving piles of dead. 
Guns were alse abandoned, with several 
rounds of ammunition. The .bombard- 
ment of Ypres served Tuesday to relieve 
the British of the obligation to look 
after nearly 1000 German prisoners. The 
enemy’s shells fell on the railway sta- 
tion, where it was hoped they would 
blow up an armored train. 

“At that moment prisoners were await- 
ing the arrival’ of a a special train to 
take them to the south of France. They 
were killed in appalling numbers. Only 
284 escaped unhurt, 161 were wounded 
and conveyed to our base hospitals, 
while the remainder, more than 500, are 
still unburied at the railway station.”’ 

Attack on Dixmude. 

The Times Flanders correspondent, 
describing a German attack on Dix- 
mude, which the Germans later took, 
says: 

“There were only two points, Dixmude 
and Nieuport, where the Germans could 
assume the offensive on the .Yser, all 
the front between being impossible 
for fighting on account of the flood. 
The force concentrated between Dix- 
mude and Thourout was chosen for the 
attack. 

“In the morning the German. batteries 
opened a heavy fire on the French po- 
sitions, and kept it up through most of 
the day. This cannonade was the pre- 
lude to a violent infantry attack on 
the outskirts of Dixmude. 

“The attack Was made with great 
gallantry, and very heavy fighting took 
place. 

‘The Germans came on in overwhelm- 
ing numbers, and toward evening the 
allies were compelled to retire. They 
fell back into the town, destroying the 
two bridges in thelr retreat. The Ger- 
mans thus won the bridge head. 

Combat in Streets. 

‘‘Next morning strong rcinforcements 
were brought up by both sides, and 
fighting continued in and about the 
town. In the course of the afternoon

Germans’ Bifad Paring. 

The correspondent of the Chronicle 
telegraphs from Paris: ‘A,» French sol- 
dier who was wounded Mendgy on the 
Yser in Belgium, and has reached 
Paris, gives today an account of his 
indicates -the blind 
daring and almost incredible determina- 
tion of the German assaults. He says: 

“My brigade occupied a front of 
two and one-half miles to the north of 
Ypres. Germans threw themselves upon 
it in considerable numbers on Wednes- 
day of last week. Our troops responded 
stubbornly, but endrmous lésses did not 
stop the attack. Up to Thurgday eve- 
ning they came on repeatedly with re- 
inforcements. 

“*T saw a single trench lost and re- 
taken seven times in one day. After that 
there was a short interval, but Satur- 
day morning they attacked more yio- 
lently than ever to the north of Dix- 
mude. For 40 hours we fought foot by 
foot without a moment's respite. It Is 
impossible to describe such a hell, but 
I witnessed the following incident: 

‘“*‘A German regiment advanced. with 
fiags flying. At 300 yards from our 
trenches it was met by fire so deadly 
that it fell back. After being reformed 
in the rear it returned in diminished 
numbers and got within 100 yards of 
our lines. Our guns poured a torrent 
of fire upon it, and again it retreated. 
A third time it attempted the asgault 

“*This time the order was given to 
hold fire until they had come up 
within 20 yards, and every gun and 
rifle blazed out. Ten mjnuteg later the 
German regiment was wiped out. In 
less than one hour 3000 men had been 
slain.’ ” 

Gunner Hero On Aisne. 

The Standard’s Paris correspondent 
sends this story, which is told in the 
French capital: 

“At the battle of Vailly, in the Aisne 
region, which the Germans claim as an 
overwhelming victory, the Frefich force 
was in part obliged to fall back and 
were unable to get away with all the 
guns, But they hai time to bury most 
of them, and the only one they did not 
bury was spliced. With this gun the 
gunner of the battery covered himself 
with glory. The crew had been ordered 
back, but he declared he would not 
abandon .the plece while any ammuni- 
tion was left. He methodically emptied 
shell after shell into the Germang who 
were moving up in close ranks only 
half a mile away. Closer and closer 
they came, firing volleys, but the gun- 
ner stood his ground and still had a 
dozen shells left when they were not 
more than %6 yards away. 

“At this distance he bowled them over 
like ninepings, but nothing could stop 
them. He let fly his last shell at only 


50 yards, and did such awful execution 
that he was able to remove the breach 
block and escape, with a ball between 
his ribs.

GERMANY NOW 10 
PROTECT HEARTS, 
KAISER DECLARES 


Proclamation to East Prussian 
Troops Indicates Change to 
Defénsive. 


LONDON, Nov. 13.—A _ Petrograd 
dispatch to the Daily Telegraph gives 
the following order alleged to have 
been issued by the German Emperor 
to his troops in East Prussia: 


My dear and faithful soldiers: 
Thanks to your valor, France has 
heen severely punished and Belgium 
has been added to the glorious pro- 
vinces of Germany. You know that 
our punitive expedition into Russia 
has been a brilliant success. 

“But now we must turn to the new 
task of protecting our hearths. which 
moribund France and barbarous Rus- 
sia are preparing to attack. Hence- 
forward, our military operations will 
take a new form, which will soon be 
intelligible to you, my dear sol- 
diers. 

“Your trial has come—for you and 
all Germany. It is necessary to con- 
centrate our energies on the repulse 
of our enemies, for, otherwise, they 
aim to transform our free country 
into enslaved and degraded provinces 
of Russia and France. 

“If Germany is dear to you; if the 
culture and faith of the nation and 
Emperor are dear to you, you will 
offer the enemy a worthy resistance. 
Do not make a single step backward 
into our country. Remember that be- 
hind us destruction threatens; it is 
only before us that happiness lies. 
For country, for glory, forward, faith- 
ful friends.”

BUSCH AND FAUST 
WON'T SAY Why 
LATTER RETIRED 


Both Refuse to Discuss Rumors 
of a Disagreement Be- 
tween Them. 


Financial and business circles were 
greatly interested yesterday and today 
in the retirement of Edward A. Faust 
Lfrom the position of vice-president and 
director of the Anheuser-Busch Brew- 
ery Association. No reasons have been 
publicly advanced either by Faust or 
August A. Busch for his retirement. 
Both have refused to discuss rumors of 
a disagreement between them. 

A close friend of Busch and Faust, 
who is intimate with the affairs of 
both, today advanced the theory to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that Faust’s 
retirement was due to a restriction of 
his authority in the management of the 
brewing association since the death of 
his father-in-law, Adolphus Busch, more 
than a year ago. 

Busch in Absolute Control. 

While Adolphus Busch was the head 
of the brewing association and the 20 or 
more subsidiary corporations, he was 
traveling the greater part of the time 
and the active management was left 
with his son, August, and Faust. 

The Busch will left August Busch 
in absolute control of these proper- 
ties and even went so far as to di- 
rect that the trustees of the property 
should elect to office# in the various 
corporations such persons as August 
A. Busch should select. 

This, according to the friends of 
Faust and Busch, gave August Busch 
more actual ‘authority than Adolphus 
Fusch himself exercised, though Adolph- 
us Busch had, in fact, absolute control 
of the properties. 

It was pointed out that Faust’s po- 
sition with the brewing association 
was not nearly so important after the 
death of Adolphus Busch as it was 
before. This led to rumors for more 
than a year that Faust would sever 
his connections with the\ brewing as- 
sociation. 

No Actual Disagreement. 

It was-reported-that there had been 
no actual disagrement between, the 
two men, and that Faust’s resigna- 
tion was due solely to the fact that 
he chafed under the restraint that 
gave him little voice in the manage- 
ment of the property. 

Faust was very close to Adolphus 
Busch. and in the Busch will it was 
directed that in case August Busch 
should * become incapacitated that 
Faust should become president of 
the brewing association. 

It has been reported in financial 
circles that Faust might be chosen 
for an important executive position 
in the National Bank of Commerce. 
Faust said, in telling of his resigna- 
tion, that he had been offered the 
presidency of a large corporation, 
but refused to divulge the name until 
he had determined whether he would 
accept.

Eight More Members Than Other 
Parties, but Only 3 Over Con- 
stitutional Majority.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 12.—Com- 
plete returns from all counties in Mis- 
souri, now in the Secretary of State's 
office, have reduced the Democratic Rep- 
resentatives in the House to 75. which is 
only three more than the constitutional 
majority required to enact legislation. 

The Republicans elected 66 and the 
Progressives one.

NEW ENGINE HOUSE NEAR 
FREE BRIDGE COMPLETED 


Cower Will Contain Clock That 
May Be Seen From River 
Structure. 

President Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service today notified Fire Chief 
Henderson that the new $30,000 engine 
house at Sixtk and Papin street is com- 

pleted and ready for occupancy. 

The feature of the new enzire house, 
which supplants the one formerly at 
Third and Valentine streets, is a 50-foot 
observation tower constructed on the 
roof of the two-story building. A large 
clock will be installed in the tower, and 
it may .be easily seen from the free 
bridge. 

The building, which will house Engine 
Co. No. 22, is said to be the most moda- 
ern fire house in the city. A library will 
be installed on the second floor. 

Kinsey also announced that Engine

Director of Institution for De- 
fectives Would Begin Rec- 
ords at Birth. 


J. Alexander Johnson, a director of 
the Vineland (N, J.) School*for Mental 
Defectives and Secretary of the Na- 
tional of Charities and 
Corrections addressed the members of 
the City Club this noon upon proh- 
lems presented by the feeble-minded. 
Before his lecture Johnson outlined 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter a plan, 
he is advocating, to establish what 
would be practically a card index 
System of every child from the time 
of birth until leaving school. 

The purpose of this suggested

{ Classification would be to enable a 


teacher receiving a new pupil to place 
him in the proper class and see that 
he receiyed extra care when neces- 
sary. 

“Such a record is needed most urz- 
ently,” said Johnson. “It would be 
perfectly practical fo have it begin 
with the birth of the child. A report 
of all births within a school district 
could be*sent by the health authori- 
ties to the prinicpal of the school and 
teachers could be assigned to go to 
the fiomes and report upon each child, 
especialy regarding the mentality of 
the child’s parents and general sur- 
roundings likely to influence the 
early development of the child. 


“Such a record should certainly be 
taken or every child entering school, 
but L believe the record should begin 
at birth. When a child begins school 
work the record of his mentality should 
be supplemented with thumb marks as 
a certain means of identification when 
the child moves to another district. By 
the time of the second school year 
these reports would give an almost 
certain basis for the best school work 
for the child. 

‘“‘All such records should be kept filed 
with the court, so that if need arises 
of placing, the child in an institution 
or dealing ‘with him for some offense, 
the Judge will have before him a com- 
plete record of the child's development

“T have suggested this ‘tins to work- 
ers for defectives in several states and 
ic appears to have wide support. I be- 
lieve that some of the workers are now 
trying to get it introduced in some 
eastern cities, but to obtain real re- 
sults the system should be state and 
even country wide. However, there is 
much é6pposition in this country to too 
much government supervision. Some 
such reports ought to be had if we are 
te stop the tremendous increase among 
the mentally defective.”’ 

Two pictures are shown by Johnson in 
the course of his lectures illustrating 
the need of caré in watching the de- 
fective from childhood. One is a group 
of seven women, mentally defective, 
whose ages are 24 years and who are 
the: mothers of 22 defective, fatherless 
children. 

The other is a group of nine mentally 
defective girls with*an average age of 
15, who by being given proper care 
from birth are steadily gaining In 
mental strength and have learned to 


become practically self-supporting. 

In Missouri alone, Johnson says, the 
fiseures show there are 1530 defectives 
awaiting entrance to the home of Mar- 
shall, which was built to accommodate 
10, but which now has but 48 pa- 
ulents through, lack of room.

Why were these alleged I. W. W. speakers on

There is a custom without legal authorization 


of issuing Mayor’s permits for street speaking, 
but it is more or less of a farce. It is difficult 
for a street speaker to get a permit, and if he 
has one, to get an audience. There is gross 
discrimination in the matter, because during cam- 
paigns speakers address street meetings and block 
the streets without interference. Why a permit? 
A man with a permit may block traffic and be as 
much of a nuisance as a man without one. The 
permit is merely a grant of Ammunity from 
arrest by favor of the Mayor. 

The right of free speech is guaranteed by the 
Constitution. It is not limited by definitions of 
the opinions that may be expressed. Because 8 
man is branded as a member of the I. W. W., or 
any other organization, does not deprive him of 
his constitutional rights. 

If a man is creating public disorder or is 80 
blocking the streets that others are impeded or 
disturbed he and his listeners should be dis- 
persed. But there should be clear evidence of 
nuisance or disorderliness before the police pre- 
sume to arrest a man for speaking on the streets.

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MISSOURI NEGLECTS FEEBLE-MINDED. 
The Post-Dispatch has called attention to. the 
fact that the Missouri Institution for the Feeble- 
Minded, at Marshall, provides for but 486 of the 
State’s epileptic and feeble-minded. A careful es- 
timate shows that of the 7000 to 19,000 feeble 
minded persons in Missouri, about 4000 reed in- 
stitutional care. 

Missouri compares unfavorably with Iowa, Min- 
nésota, Indiana and Illinois in the care of. these 
unfortunates. While Iowa cares for one feeble- 
minded in 1487 of population, Minnesota one in 
1356. of population, Indiana one in 2206, of popu- 
lation and Illineis one in 2819 of population, Mis- 
souri only cares for one feeble-minded person in 
7318 of populaticn. 

St. Louis and the other large cities of the State 
are unrepresented,in the Board of ‘Managers of 
the State institution, although these cities have 
physicians and educaters who are eminently fit- 
ted to deal with the subjec? of feeble-mindedness. 
There are at present 410 afflicted persons in St. 
}Louis who need expert care of the kind provided 
in the State institution. And these are over and 
above the 800 cases whose applications for ad- 
mission await vacancies. 

There is a new cottage at the institution, built 
at a cost of $55,000, but idle for lack. of appro- 
priation for furnishing. It would accommodate 
100 patients. 
Missouri has: shamefully neglected her’ most 
helpless and most to be pitied citizens. They 
cannot speak for themselves. But they have now 
found champions. A petition has been presented 
to Gov. Major, signed ‘by several of St. Louis’ 
leading citizens, including physicians, Judges and 
educators, urging that the institution be cuim;let- 
ed.

AMBASSADOR VON BERNSTORFF PROTESTS. 

Reports that the Fore River Ship Yard has an 
$11,000,000 contract for 20 submarines for the al- 
lies and that Charles Schwab hag returned from 
England with/orders to enormous amounts for 
“outfitting virtually the whole of the new British 
army” are made the basis of formal protests by 
German Ambassador von Bernstorff. 

The protest as to the submarines may have 
some validity. It may result in a more definite 
principle governing neutral obligations. Neutral- 
ity in respect to warfare at sea differs from nen- 
trality in respect to warfare on land. The ports 
of a neutral nation must not be used in building 
or preparing warships for the benefit of either 
party to an armed conflict. That was settled by 
the Alabama award. 

However, shipbuilding material, machinery, 
coai, even naval guns, could be sold to a belliger- 
ent to be assembled on his own territory. These 
submarines could not legally sail from one of 
our ports under their own power fully ready for 
battle. But could they be shipped on a freighter 
“knocked down” all yeady to be put together on 
arriving at their destination? Would a submarine 
in this'incomplete form be a war vessel or a Mmu- 
nition of. war? 

Both the submarine and air craft are such re- 
cent inventions that no guide is round in the pre- 
cedents established by former years. The Ambas- 
sador’s claim may have justification. The ques- 
tion is one to be determined most painstakingly 
by analogy and the spirit rather than the letter 
of international law. 

But as to his contention about munitions for 
outfitting the British army, the application of 
definite, long recognized principles is unmistak- 
able. We have a right to sell these things, provid- 
ed we treat both sides alike. The only color of 
plausibility given the protest is found in the point 
that British command of the sea renders it im- 
practical for Germany also to bape outfitting ma- 
terial in this country. 

But, assuming our entire readiness to sell to 
both sides, our right to sell to one is not re- 
stricted or destroyed by the willingness or ability 
of the other side to buy. The Krupp gun mak-

expense. The commission recommends 
that, under such circumstances, the 
prosecutor shall have the power to sub- 
stitute an information for the faulty 


‘| Indictment and proceed with the trial. 


The present law provides that suits 
are returnable to the next term of court, 
which may be from three to five 
months, and the defendant is not re- 
quired to answer or plead in any way 
until the beginning of tht term. 

Under the system proposed by the 
commission, the pleadings would be 
made up and the case ready for trial 
on its merits when the term began. 

The procedure in appellate courts 
would be simplified by abolishing mo- 
tinns for new trial, affidavits for appeal 
and motions in arrest, which the com- 
mission believes are responsible for 
much purposeful delay on the part of 
litigants. 

All answers of ‘general denial” 
would be abolished and defendants 
would be required to answer specifically. 

The provisions of the present law, 
which compel the appellate courts to 
reverse cases and grant new trials on 
technical errors which do not affect 
the substantial justice of the verdict, 
would be wiped out, and the courta 
would be given a free hand to try cases 
promptly on their merits. 

' Ne Veluminous Records. 

‘When a case is appealed from a trial 
court under the proposed code, no 
vcluminous records would accompany it 
to the higher court, but attorneys for 
appellants would file a brief &tatement 
containing their exceptions to specific 
errors of the trial court. Attorneys for 
respondent then would file their answer 
to this statement and the court would 
decide the merits of the point in issue 
without reference to irrelevent features. 
This arrangement, it is expected,. would 
avoid Iong complicated opinions by the 
appellate courts, discussing all phases 
of the action at bar. 

Full power would be given to the ap- 
pellate courts to permre any pleading, 
process or other papers to be amended 
as to form, thus doing away with the 
necessity for remanding the case for a 
new trial because of technical errors by 
attorneys. The appellate courts would 
aiso bé given authority to affirm al] 
features of a case which has been tried 
properly and remand it to have one or 
more technical errors corrected, or to 
have the record certified up to the high- 
er court, and the correction made there. 

The commission proposes to reverse 
the tenet that an error in the trial court 
is presumed to have affected the result 
end the courts would hold under the new 
system, that errors in the lower court 
would not be presumed. to have preju- 


Idiced the justice of the finding, unless 


the effect could be shown. This would 
place the burden of proof on the appel- 
lant and would prevent the remanding 
of a largé percentage of cases ee re- 
trial. 
Findings Ready Dec. 2. 

Judge David H. Harris of Fulton and 
Breckinridge Long of St. Louis were ap- 
tointed by the commission to compile 
and edit the recommendations, which 
will be approved and sent to the Gov- 
ernor. 

The commission held public hearings 
in St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph 
and Springfield. Suggestions for more 
than 3500 proposed changes were re- 
ceived by mail.
